WASHINGTON I UPI) — Senate leaders today 
urged the administration to close the U.S. em- 
bassy In Saigon and evacuate all remaining 
Americans as soon as possible. 

Republican leader Hugh Scott also sajd he has 
learned that the administration plans to set up 
"several, relocation camps in the United States" 
g to handle South Vietnamese refugees. . 

Congressional concern over the plight of 
Americans still remaining In South Vietnam 
apparently Increased today as Communist 
ground forces pushed to within three miles of 
downtown Saigon and jet fighter-bombers hit 
Saigon's Tan Son Nhut airport. 

The House Is scheduled to approve legislation 
Tuesday to authorize up to 1327 million for 
evacuation and Vietnamese refugee relief 
operations. The legislation, which gained Senate 
approval last week, would give President Ford 
' authority to use American troops in evacuallqn 
activities. 



Senate Democratic leader Mike Mansfield and 
Scott both called for the Immediate evacuation of 
all Americans from Saigon. 

."I want all Americans out," Mansfield said. . 

Scott said about 900 Americans remain in 
.Saigon and urged that they be evacuated without 
delay. 

"The "sooner the better as far as I'm con- 
cerned." Scott said. "1 would favor gelling them 
all out at once. In view of the bombing, we ought 
to remove everyone in the embassy, Including 
our ambassador, without delay." 

Asked by reporters to elaborate on the 
establishment ol refugee camps In the United 
States, Scott said he had no additional details but 
would ask administration officials to pinpoint 
speclllcloCatlons." 

Later, Scott said in remarks on the Senate 
floor that there Is no "Deed to lear.too great an 
lnflnx" of refugees lato any one state.

The first and most Illustrations of (his series of 
dtsllngulshed-loscrs was Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, who lost on such a breathtaking scale 
-that Americans supported him In the Imperial ■ 
style for 25 years on Taiwan after he had been 
driven out of China. 

None of our chosen generals since has 
managed lo score a defeat as overwhelmingly as 
Chiang's, nol because they were Incapable ol it. 
■ but because none of the others has had as- much 

— T&Tose: 

Chiang's defeat was so spectacular that for wo 
years afterwards American politicians who 
ventured lo critlclie him risked dls-eleclion by 
the American voter. Chiang was to defeat whal 
Vlnce Lombardl was to victory. The country 
honored him appropriately; Other defeated 
generals had to be content wllh Swiss bank ac- ' 
counts and Riviera villas, but Chiang rated an ■ 
entire' Island the size ol a Central American 
dictatorship. 

This passion for dcfcotablc generals has fired 
our foreign policy, ever since. Many years ago. 
Sen Tom Connal'ly. one of the few who thought 
wc had nol had our money's worth frorn Chiang 
and was unafraid to say go, made a trenchant 
obsen/alion about him The trouble wllh 
[illsslmo Chiang Kai-shek, he said, was 
■nuugh gcnerallng. and too much 
'" 1 was reminded ol this at Ihe lime of 
the Generalissimo's death a few weeks back 
when his s piritual heir.

Leukemia cure path may be open 




MOBILE, AId. <UPI> - Researchers say (hey may be op- 
timistic, but they feel lhey. have found the way to cure "T-ceN 
leukemia;" the most common type of blood cell cancer In 
children. 

According to Dr. Herschel P, Bcntley Jr.. who heads the team 
of doctors at the University of Sobth Alabama Medical Center, it 
is believed, that two drugs now under research may be the an- 
swer tocurbfng the action of the pituitary gland. 

Bentley said the doctors believe the pituitary overstlmulates 
the thymus gland and that T-cell growth becomes like wild- 
fire, crowding and suffocating other needed cells in the blood- 
stream.

Growing Vietnam refugee wave 
will break next on US shores 



'By United Press International 
The wave of Vietnamese refugees Is about to hurst upon the 
"United States. But not everyone who wants to get out will make 
it. 

More than 30,000 South Vietnamese have already left their 
crumbling country. Up to 100.000 more will leave Communist- 
encircled Saigon if time permits and the United States - 
evacuatio n airlift continues. 

However, despite life she orthc Amerlcan rellef cffortrfueled- 
by millions of dollars and the efforts of thousands of American 
servicemen, officials in Washington say It will rescue scarcely 
more than a tenth of the estimated 1 million South Vietnamese 
whose lives are imperiled by a Communist takeover. 

The frightened refugees who left everything behind in Viet- 
nam and the Americans who are sweating on Guam, on Wake 
Island and In the Philippines to receive them all are convinced 
that the end of Saigon Is at hand. Few of the evacuees have 
certain plans for their future in the United States.

But he also said ho opposes legislation creating a new con- 
sumer agency, saying ll would only odd. another layer ol ex- 
pensive federal bureaucracy. 

In a speech prepared for Ihe annual meeting ol the Chamber 
of Commerce of the United Slates, Ford said regulation costs 
consumers money because it prevents compelitlon that con 
lower prices. 

"While wc arc all accustorned lo Ihc open debate on the 
government's budget, for loo little attention has been focused on 
the ways in which government regulations levy o hidden lax on 
the American people." Ford said. 

"In the ncorly 90 years since we created the flrsl federal 
regulator) 1 commission, we have built a system ol regulation 
which abounds with contradictions and -excesses - all to the 
detrlmcnl of Ihe public. There ore sound estimates lhat 
government regulations have added billions of unnecessary 
dollars lo business and consumer costs every year." 

He said Congress should end" (air trade laws which allow 
manufacturers to set minimum prices for Items lhey sell 
Dlscounf stores have been Irying for years. to-overturn- these . 
slate laws so lhey could sell at lower prices. 

"Federal law now permits stales to allow manufacturers to 
dictate the price ol their products, and drives up the cost of such 
Hems as books, cosmetics, shoes and hardware." Ford said. 
"These Depression-era laws' "-which cost consumers an' 
estimated $2 billion a year -should be laid lo rest alongside the 
N.R.A. Blue Eagle of the same period."

Funding (or the S5.8 million structure Is now complete, ac- 
cording to ISU President William K. Davis, and bids will be 
asked (or lirthc next lew weeks. The 1975 Idnho Lcgtatalurc 
provided J2.5 million from the slale"s permanent building fund 
and $800,000 from surplus funds to supplement an Inllinl S2.5 
mlllion'approprlatedln.1974. 

- "We are grateful Indeed to the Stale Hoard of Kducallon. the 
last two legislatures and Governor Cecil Andrus for their help In 
providing this much needed facility." Davis said. "We hope that 
construction can begin In mid-summer and. it normal schedules 
are maintained, the building should be- completed In lime for the 
1977 (all semester." 

"We have realized the need for this building for nearly a 
decade now," he continued.
